“The Management Committee 
of this Church, realizing that my 
appointment terminates in afew 
months’ time, raised the question 
whetticr I would 
venewal- of the appointment. if 
an Invitation were . forthconinig. 
It certainly is prudent to come 
to an understanding aos early as 
possible, and :.I appreciated’ the 
invitation to consider the possi- 
bility of a further term of service 
here, After giving the question 
most serious thought, my reply 
was conyeyed to the Committee at 
its méeting Inst Wednesday. 


“While regretting very aust, to 
sever my connection with 
Congregation and dissolve the 
many ties 
Colony {a-regret which is fully 
shared. by my wife), nevertheless 
I do not fee] that’ I should ‘be 
justified ‘in remaining’ for a 
further term, The specific work 
which I came to do Is very nearly 
accomplished, for ‘I was ‘induced 
to come to Kowloon by the prospect 
of opening «fresh ground and 
building a new Church in this 
locality. My task has ‘taken 
longer than I expected. and the 
new buildings are still uncom- 
pleted. The pleasure,’ which I. 
have go long anticipated of enter- 
ing’ into the more’ extensive 
premises and enjoying the in- 


creased comforts and ‘facilities, |. 


is destined to be short-lived. All 
the same I do wish to carry out 
my whole task and’ I have offered 
to remain until Midsummer, 1931 
—practically another year from 
now. This will -enable me to 
see the various activities of the 
Church comfortably established in 
the new quarterg, and the Manse 
made’ into a’ home.
